PREFACE 


February 28th, 1976 was a banner day. Earlier in the week I had received a telephone call from someone 
named Jack Collins, asking if he and his friend Alan Meghrig could come to view lots the coming Saturday 
when my first numismatic literature mail bid sale was scheduled to close. View lots? Upon completing the call, 
it suddenly occurred to me that I had not as yet arranged the lots in sequence, nor had I inserted lot number 
cards. After a few very late nights, the chore was completed and I looked forward to meeting Jack and Alan in 
person. I believe it was the first time that I had ever heard of Jack. Alan and I had done a bit of business 
previously; I particularly recall delivering a set of Loubat’s Medallic History of the United States (lot 207 in the 
present catalogue) to the Los Angeles branch of the long established numismatic and philatelic supply firm of 
M. Meghrig & Son. 

In the early 1980s, after a stint running the East Coast headquarters of the family business, Alan moved to 
Laguna Hills, California. This was shortly after I moved my offices to Mission Viejo. We were practically next 
door neighbors. During this period I was regularly buying libraries and scarcely would a day pass without 
multiple parcels of individual books arriving at 23881 Via Fabricante, Suite 511. AB Bookmans Weekly was the 
internet of the day and our advertisements there and elsewhere soon gained us a loyal cadre of book scouts 
who were constantly “quoting” desirable numismatic books of all kinds. A number of important libraries were 
also purchased outright in the early 80s, including those of Charles M. Johnson, Stewart P. Witham, and Dr. 
Kenneth Sartoris. 

Into this maelstrom (at least it seemed so to us, particularly in retrospect), Alan Meghrig leaped with undis¬ 
guised glee. Sometimes he would visit two or three times a week. Most afternoons, my daughter Jennifer and a 
high school friend, John Gibbs, were working in the large back room of the offices sorting periodicals and 
catalogues (the massive holdings of Newark numismatic bookseller James Brown took months) or packing 
books for shipment. They would usually check the front book room when a visitor came through the door, 
often observing Alan as he made a beeline for the bookshelves reserved for American titles. His single-minded 
determination soon had Jennifer and John humming the theme song from the movie Jaws whenever Alan 
arrived and the sobriquet became his. The items present in this catalogue make it clear that the nickname was 
deserved, though it was many years before we had the courage to let Alan know this. When we did, he took it as 
a badge of honor. 

Alan did not appreciate auction catalogues in the early years and, when information from them was needed, 
Jack Collin’s fine collection was readily available to him. The converse was true as well for Jack, who often 
availed himself of the riches in Alan’s library. 

The catalogue at hand features some of the highlights from Alan’s library, which were chosen somewhat 
randomly. It has been great fun cataloguing them. Many of the items that originally came from us have not 
been seen in the intervening years and were viewed this time around with a new eye, often aided by the obser¬ 
vations and experiences gained in the intervening decades. In terms of fascinating and unusual titles, the items 
offered here are but the proverbial tip of the iceberg. Alan scoured Coin World and the other numismatic 
periodicals, was on the mailing list of all of the book dealers, and made it a point to purchase virtually every 
new numismatic publication, in every edition, on all topics. Alan’s library contains averything from multiple 
works on BIE Lincoln cent varieties to the rare set of cibachrome photographs depicting the Kagin collection 
of pioneer gold. Present as well are numismatic games, clocks, wall plaques, posters, and more. There are more 
unusual publications in his library than I have ever encountered, many of them for the first time. Future 
catalogues will amply display the scope of Alan’s accomplishment. For now, enjoy the riches offered here and 
prepare yourself for what is to come.

Particularly valuable are 
Rosichan’s critical, often extensive commentaries, especially on American numismatic works, which are excellently written and are still 
well worth reading. Title, author, and subject indexes are provided, as well as an extensive worldwide directory of publishers. Rosichan was 
a friend of Walter Breen and appears to have been active in numismatic circles in the 1970s and 1980s. Of Vermeule’s 1971 Numismatic Art 
in America, Rosichan wrote that “Any serious U. S. numismatist will be fascinated by this work.” Serious numismatists will likewise find 
much to interest them in the work at hand.

Dr. Clay was president of the 
Manchester Numismatic Society, whose resident members at the time totaled fourteen, along with seventeen corresponding members, 
sixteen of whom resided in Great Britain, one in Lisbon, Portugal. It seems inevitable that many if not most of the thirty-one copies 
distributed to members are no longer extant, none of which were sent to America. It also appears that fifty sets of the Proceedings of the 
Manchester Numismatic Society, published 1864-1873, were reserved by Clay “for general sale” (three sets appeared in the 1871 sale of his 
collection and the American Numismatic Society has a set complete through 1873). We have never heard of the private or public sale of 
such a set and it seems likely that most remained unsold in Clay’s lifetime and have since perished. Charles Clay is best known to American 
numismatists for the 1871 Strobridge and Woodward sale of his notable collection. In 1849, he also wrote the classic work on the coins of 
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the Isle of Man. Among the thirty-three pieces depicted and described in his first article, often in considerable detail, are several termed 
unique, among them the “pine tree, or scrub oak penny, in silver.” Fig. 29 depicts the piece dated 1662, “without the slightest doubt a 
genuine coin,” while Fig. 30 is dated 1652 and deemed “a forgery sold by Whyat (sic), or rather a supposed facsimile.” The colonial photo¬ 
graph is credited to Mr. A. Brothers. The article on Voce Populi pieces is quite interesting and Clay lists fifteen different varieties in his 
collection. The article on types and prototypes is also meritorious, its object being “to show the intimate connection existing between the 
small currency of England and other countries, at that period, and the States of America.” He further observes that “One, and a very early, 
source of grievance was that any ugly-designed coin, not very acceptable at home, was turned over to the colonies for circulation; causing 
no little umbrage, and giving rise to a feeling the very opposite to cordial between the two communities. Thus the exigencies of the new 
colonists (and for some time after their independence was established), as to means of trade were met— First: By coins that had been 
previously circulated in England or elsewhere. Secondly: By coins struck from dies not receiving public approval at home, but thought 
good enough for colonial circulation. Thirdly: By coins struck by the home Government for colonial circulation. And, Lastly: By coins 
struck for the independent colonists by English and other workmen, very many prototypes were to be found in circulation previously in 
England and elsewhere.” Interesting text on ten specific issues, arranged chronologically, follows. In his various articles, Clay cites British 
authorities, including Snelling, Ruding, Aquila Smith, Pinkerton, Lindsay, and Simon. He employs the American size scale but makes no 
mention of authors such as Hickcox and Dickeson, although, of a Tin Piece of James, he notes that “Most American numismatists agree 
that it had no connection with the history of America.” In any case, the perspective he projects is fresh and uniquely based on his long 
experience as an early serious collector and student of colonial American coins. Though separated by an ocean from his quarry, the riches 
his countrymen brought back with them from their transatlantic journeys, and often saved in pristine state, were perhaps even superior to 
the native supply of his American cousins. These little known articles and the pioneer photograph may provide valuable numismatic 
information and clues even to today’s cadre of dedicated collectors and students of the series. The thin volume at hand is truly a marvelous 
if unexpected example of Numismatica Americana.

It has been nearly twenty years since we handled a similar Dickeson production, the only other example we recall having encountered. 
They appear to have been issued by Scott, with leftover plates, to promote sales of the final edition of Dickeson’s numismatic magnum 
opus. Jones’ Manual is a most significant work, rarely offered, being the first guide book of values for American coins, derived from early 
auction and private sale records. It also features perhaps the earliest reference to the problems inherent in grading coins: “In the sales of the 
foregoing pieces, there are, of course, some apparent discrepancies, as, for instance, where the condition of the coin sold, is represented as 
the same, the prices are widely different. This can be accounted for, generally, in no other way, than that one coin collector or dealer may 
call a coin fine or very fine, when another would describe one exactly like it, only as good or fine.”

At 
the time of publication, Eckfeldt and Du Bois were, respectively, Assayer and Assistant Assayer at the Philadelphia Mint. Written primarily 
as a cambist, the authors “aimed to do something more than to satisfy those who deal or take an interest in coins.” Various chapters dealt 
with bullion, counterfeiting, specific gravity, and machine engraving of coin illustrations. Though perhaps not intended as such, it became 
the only practical guide available to American coin collectors, retaining that position for nearly two decades. It was the first work to 
announce and depict pioneer gold coins and the first to illustrate an 1804 dollar. According to Arthur H. Frazier in his 1975 Smithsonian 
Institution publication on Joseph Saxton, it is also one of the earliest works to combine daguerreotype photography, electrotyping and the 
medal ruling machine for illustrative purposes: “The illustration of the second United States Mint which Eckfeldt and Du Bois had 
published in their Manual of Gold and Silver Coins was produced from a photograph Saxton had taken in 1841 with his daguerreotype 
camera pointed northward from the south side of Chestnut Street, the street toward which the Mint building faced. Christian Gobrecht, 
who by then had become the Mint’s Chief Engraver, made a bas-relief from the daguerreotype, and a facsimile of that bas-relief (which 
was of soft metal) was produced by the newly discovered art of electrotyping. Saxton then made an engraving of the electrotype with his 
medal ruling machine. This illustration accordingly represents a combination of the three most scientific advances in graphic arts up to 
that time. Moreover, it could well be considered a ‘missing link’ in the evolution of the methods used to make pictures. It was produced 
during the transition from medal ruling methods to daguerreotype photography, and it contains elements of both stages of that develop¬ 
ment. Just beneath the left side of this illustration of the building, in letters barely visible, one can detect the name ‘Gobrecht, ’ and beneath 
the right side, the name ‘Saxton.’ ” The Hofmann Library sale noted above was a most interesting event. Wilson’s penultimate auction, it 
was billed as a Mail Bid Sale but essentially turned into a public auction. On Saturday, January 23,1988, a number of interested parties 
congregated at Wilson’s offices to view lots and at the end of the day engaged in a “public auction” a la Frank Katen and Remy Bourne (i.e., 
those in the room indicated sequentially the lots on which they wished to bid and the auctioneer skipped those lots not of interest). 
Among successful bidders were your cataloguer (who purchased the volume at hand for Alan Meghrig), John Bergman (bidding for 
himself and Dan Hamelberg), Ken Barr, Del Bland, Bob Vail, and Jesse Patrick. Most of the contested lots sold to “floor bidders” though 
Cal Wilson occasionally secured a lot for “the book.” Afterwards, the sale participants gathered for dinner at a local Mexican restaurant, 
capping a most unusual and enjoyable day.

The Prospectus appears to be quite 
rare. In it, facsimile titles of all three title pages are featured, along with testimonials and “Opinions of the Press.” While his various 
proposals were rarely brought to fruition, Attinelli seems to have considered him engaging if perhaps a scalawag; Strobridge termed him 
“The fond old dreamer.” Although Attinelli was clearly captivated by Professor Groux’s fascinating paper trail, he somehow failed to 
record his promotional pamphlet on the Franklin medal present here. It is the first example we recall ever having seen. It is recorded in the 
American Numismatic Society Dictionary Catalogue and also by Sigler.

The 
supplement present here appears to be rare. A noted artist, Heaton lived 86 years. His interest in numismatics waned in later life, but, at the 
time this work was published, he was an avid coin collector. In the preface, he notes: “The writer, a few years since, after enriching his 
almost complete collection of silver and minor issues of the parent institution with all attainable varieties, became much interested in 
gathering United States coinage bearing the letters.. .commonly known as ‘Mint Marks.’” This pursuit, of course, led to publication of the 
book and to the popularity of coin collecting on this basis. Although it achieved wide distribution at the time, today, copies are scarce. 
Popularly known by its cover title, Mint Marks., this landmark work surely succeeded beyond the author’s wildest dreams in creating a 
“new and zealous interest in modern United States coinage.” In the supplement or addenda present here are listed fifteen new “important 
varieties...found in sizes of mint mark letters or in peculiarities of pieces bearing them.” Following the listing of six half dimes, three 
dimes, one quarter, three half dollars, and two trade dollars, Heaton observes: “Next in importance to a difference in the coin or in the size 
of the mint mark is a difference in its location. Different locations of the mint-mark have been found in pieces of large coinage of all silver 
denominations and on the Half-Dollar series especially in such numbers that we have undertaken for the benefit of investigating collec¬ 
tors, greatly extended lists with these varieties carefully described and classified and with the mint marks themselves similarly treated. The 
Treatise, however, fortunately needs hardly anything beyond the additions above detailed to satisfy the great majority of collectors who are 
indifferenr (sic) to slight variations in the mint mark’s location.” The annotations in the main work include a few corrections, a new 
variety, and an annotation concerning gold dollars: “Clapp has another 1861D $.”

Sadly, as Q. David Bowers’ relates in American Numismatics Before the Civil War, Hickcox’s “numis¬ 
matic career came to an abrupt halt in 1882 when he was arrested for the crime ‘of opening mail letters and pocketing the money.’ Hickcox 
admitted his guilt. In March 1882 he was summarily relieved of his honorary membership in the American Numismatic Society.”

It likely 
features the earliest illustrated account of the San Francisco Mint. James Mason Hutchings (1820- 
1902), was an authentic 49er, arriving in California from England in that year and seeking gold. He 
became wealthy as a miner but lost it all in a bank failure. Not to worry. He sold nearly 100,000 copies 
of “The Miners Ten Commandments,” founded the monthly Hutching’s California Magazine, pub¬ 
lished a bestseller on Yosemite Valley, In the Heart of the Sierras, and thus reclaimed his fortune. His 
Hutchings’ California Magazine, published from 1856 to 1861, was truly a pioneer publication, featur¬ 
ing poetry, fiction, and many illustrations and descriptions of California life in the mid-nineteenth 
century. In 1857 he wrote two notable articles on the tools used by miners during the Gold Rush, in 
1859 he published the first illustrated article about Yosemite Valley, and, of course, he wrote the charm¬ 
ing, evocative article on the newly-opened San Francisco Mint present here. It covers the entire pro¬ 
cess, from when a visitor has been cleared to enter the mint and “has just placed a bag of gold at the 
Treasurer’s counter, for the purpose of having it coined,” to processing the bullion and fabricating it into planchets, thence to be “carried 
to the Coining Room, to be ‘stamped.’ ” A few excerpts follow: “On the north side of Commercial street, between Montgomery and Kearny, 
there stands a dark, heavy looking building, with heavy iron bars, and heavy iron shutters... high above, standing on, and just peering over 
a heavy cornice, there is a large American eagle.. .At his back there is a small forest of chimney stacks, from which various kinds of smoke, 
and different colored fumes, are issuing. This building is the Branch Mint of San Francisco. On the pavement, in front, stands a number of 
odd looking, square boxes, containing bottles with glass necks rising above the top, and in which are the various kinds of acid used in the 
manufacture of gold and silver coin within. In the street can be seen drays and wagons with men unloading supplies of various kinds for 
the Mint; express wagons with packages of the precious metal from all parts of the mines; men going up with carpet sacks hanging heavily 
on their hand, all desirous of having their gold dust converted into gold.” A quite interesting general account of the process follows, 
peppered with technical tidbits of numismatic interest, including, as an example, a description of the process by which the strips planchets 
are cut from can “be regulated, by what is technically termed the ‘doctor’—a process by which the strip is made concave... an improvement 
only in use in the San Francisco Branch Mint.. .the invention of Mr. Eckfeldt, the Coiner.” The article closes with the writer’s surprise “at 
the aggregate amount of coin produced in so short a time, in such a small and very inconvenient building,” preceded by a colorful account 
of coins reserved for “examination at the ‘judgment day,’ as it is curiously and expressively called, which takes place annually at Philadel¬ 
phia, under the superintendence of commissioners appointed by the U. S. government.”

Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte with the compliments of the author J. F. Loubat, Newport, September 6— 1879.” The set at hand is the very 
scarce first issue, without the 8 page list of testimonials bound in later issues at the end of the text. The title and format also differ slightly. 
Born in Baltimore, Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte (1830-1893), was the grandson of the Emperor’s brother Jerome, King of Westphalia. He 
graduated West Point in 1852 and served in the United States Army until the invasion of the Crimea, when he resigned his commission and 
went to France, presumably in an attempt to relive his forebear’s military achievements. The fall of the empire put an end to his hopes and 
he returned to Baltimore. Thereafter he lived chiefly in Washington and Newport, where he presumably became acquainted with the Duke 
of Loubat.

Perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American numismatics ever published. The author relates in the introductory text “that Mr. 
Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publishing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but it remained for 
Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous work on the 
Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States marked an epoch in our medallic history.” A resident of New York City, Loubat 
inherited a considerable fortune, and an 1878 review from The New-York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his life in social or 
profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yachting and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” 
Loubat was also an early benefactor of American historical and numismatic research and, as the title suggests, was a inveterate “joiner.” 
Cleveland Amory’s i960 Who Killed Society? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s famous 1881 brouhaha with the Union Club 
of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with 
a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody would have 
me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat 

allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to-her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the 

Duke was never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the Club. At one point in the 
controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed 
through the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927.

The first separately published work on United States cents and half cents. Given its ephemeral appearance, relatively few of the too copies 
printed appear to have survived. Rendered obsolete by later research, it is remembered beyond its landmark status mostly for the colorful 
appellations given by Dr. Maris to the thirty-nine varieties of 1794 cents that he managed to identify. The names include The Coquette, 
Scarred Head, Venus Marina, Roman Plica, Double Chin, and Patagonian. Born in 1832, Maris graduated from medical school in 1855. 
According to W. T. R. Marvin “He began his collection soon after engaging in practice, as many others have done, by the effort to complete 
a set of the U. S. Cents, and then of the national coinage.. .His first contribution to the literature of the science was his well-known work 
on the Cents of 1794, still regarded as a high authority.”

Given these substantial improvements, one wonders why the 
second edition did not reach an audience larger than that of the first. In fact, it appears to be far 
scarcer, and only a dozen or so copies are currently known to have survived.

Clearly, the impressive format of the original work was dictated by 
the plate, designed to allow, when opened, a view at a single glance of all of the die pairings known at the time. Maris seemed to enjoy 
employing different formats in his various publications but his choices appear to be appropriately linked to the requirements of each 
work. His 1869 and 1870 works on 1794 cents and half cents were issued in small octavo format, making them a handy, pocket-size guide to 
the series. And, after his monumental Coins of New Jersey, he employed a generous quarto format in the 1886 sale catalogue of his collec¬ 
tion, probably chosen to accentuate the importance of the collection, a practice initiated by Woodward and advantageously adopted by the 
Chapman brothers in their 1882 Bushnell sale catalogue. With the 1893 Devlin auction sale, catalogued by Maris, he reverted to the stan¬ 
dard octavo format common to routine sales of the period.

The famous photograph, entitled Mason’s Photographic Gallery of the Coin Collec¬ 
tors of the United States No. 1, provides us with the portraits of forty-eight major collectors of the day; for many of them it is their only 
known likenesses. There seems to be a certain sadness and resignation in Joseph Mickley’s eyes, suggesting that he had not yet recovered 
from the theft of his coin collection; Dr. Dickeson’s visage mirrors the ones found in his famous work on American coins, though the few 
additional years seem to show; Ebenezer Mason appears proud: assembling this marvelous rogues’ gallery certainly entitled him to be so;

An underrated source of information, Mehl’s Numismatic Monthly is especially rich with biographical 
sketches of turn of the century American numismatists, often accompanied by individual or group photographs. Also featured are short 
monographs on many unusual numismatic topics, including a wealth of data on Canadian numismatics. Of Mehl and his Monthly, John 
Adams wrote: “The career of B. Max Mehl was an impossibility. He had at least three strikes against him: 1) he was an immigrant Jew in a 
then-gentile hobby; 2) he was located in Fort Worth, Texas, at a time when 95 percent of the business was done on the East Coast; and 3) 
Lilliputian in stature and colorless in terms of personality, he adopted a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion. Quite 
obviously, Mehl did not realize that he was licked before he started. He just knew that it was a lot more fun to sell coins than to sell shoes. 
From there, he took it one step at a time...in the formative years, what probably made the difference was Mehl’s Numismatic Monthly. 
Launched in January of 1908, the early volumes of the Monthly are easily the equal of The Numismatist, boasting original articles by such 
gifted writers as R. W. McLachlan, Edgar Adams, Howland Wood, George Blake, Dr. Eugene Courteau, J. W. Haseltine and Frank Stewart.”

Breen Encyclopedia page 688: “Amazing detective work; de¬ 
finitive history. The true first edition [16] was being run off during the 1961 ANA Conven¬ 
tion, when James C. Risk revealed the story of the King of Siam’s 1834 proof set containing an 
original 1804 dollar. Bressett phoned a stop press order to Racine so that corrections could be 
made. Copies generally available are a second edition though not so marked; the rare first 
edition has a chapter entitled ‘The Diplomatic Gift Delusion,’ which was necessarily replaced.” 
Perhaps the easiest method to detect the two printings is to view page 70 which, in the sec¬ 
ond printing, depicts the King of Siam set in its original presentation case, bound up before 
the discovery of an 1804 dollar originally presented in 1836 by the United States Government 
to the King of Siam. At the 1962 American Numismatic Association Convention, David Spink 
and James Risk announced the discovery of this hitherto unknown 1804 dollar, housed in a 
presentation case with other United States coins. The Newman-Bressett book had been typeset 
and a small number of proof copies had already been printed when this new information became available. Further production was imme¬ 
diately halted and the entire work was quickly rearranged and re-edited to accommodate the important new data. Copies of the initial 
version offered here are seldom encountered and feature information not found in the published work.

A pleasing production, printed by the son of the founder of the American Numismatic 
Association. The letter is quite interesting, reading in part: “I inclose you bid for the two Colorado coins. I am on the track of a ‘nest’ of 
these coins.. .and from the description I believe they are the actual set that was stolen from my desk in the Bank of Leadville in 1879 .1 had 
loaned E. H. Grueber then an old man, and the Grueber of Clark 8c Grueber (in fact I knew both of them) the face value of a complete set 
of these coins all absolutely uncirculated. I told him I would hold them for six months for him as he was mining and ‘broke.’ He died 
shortly after this. Instead of locking them up as I should I kept them in a drawer in my desk and showed them to a number of people as 
curiosities. I finally forgot all about them and one day when the note came due the Teller brought it to me, and then I discovered that the 
coins had gone. I never did get track of any of them, and of course I paid the note— I was then Asst Cashier of the bank of Leadville. I 
believe this set I am after now is the identical set . This due to the fact that the owner declares that all are ‘just as good as new.’ However I will 
put in this bid and if I do get it I will then have a set to sell.” The writer clearly was bidding in Mehl’s May 5,1925 sale of the Charles W. Slack 
collection, which featured a “Complete Set of the Clark, Grueber 8c Co. Gold Coins Including the Two Great Rarities, the Twenties of i860 
and 1861.”

The Deluxe Binding. Clain-Stefanelli 15087. As proclaimed on the title, following the author’s name, Snowden was the Director of the Mint at 
the time of publication. He writes: “In the early part of the year 1859 it occurred to the writer that it would be interesting, and no doubt 
gratifying to the public taste, to collect and place in the Cabinet of the National Mint one or more specimens of all the medallic memorials of 
Washington which could be obtained.” Enlisting the assistance of coin collectors and the public, Snowden managed to increase the collection 
from four or five specimens to one hundred thirty-eight. “The collection thus made was.. .formally inaugurated, as a part of the Cabinet of 
the Mint, on the 22nd day of February, i860...on which occasion the farewell address was read.” This resulting handsomely-produced 
volume thus became the first major catalogue of Washington medals. Readers were encouraged by Snowden to fill any remaining gaps in the 
collection. At the close of the preface the author notes that “This work, in conjunction with the Mint Manual of Coins, recently published, 
completes the description of the objects of interest and curiosity collected and exhibited in the Museum or Cabinet of the Mint of the United 
States.” A fair number of both of these handsomely produced works must have been originally issued as copies appear on the market with 
some regularity, though the specially bound edition offered here is rarely offered, particularly in such a fine state of preservation.

The blank leaf at the front features a typewritten presentation inscription, signed in blue ink: “In grateful appreciation for Numismatic 
assistance rendered me during the past thirty years, I present this copy of Mr. Carl Wurtsbach’s (sic) book on Massachusetts Silver Coins, 
to my good friend, Mr. John F. Jones, Jamestown, New York. October 13,1937, (signed) T. James Clarke.” Wiirtzbach prepared this rare and 
important illustrated record of his notable collection for presentation purposes. He apparently gave out few copies, however, and most 
were probably distributed (uninscribed, unsigned, and unnumbered) after his death in 1947. The example present is the first we recall ever 
encountering with a presentation inscription from another famous collector of the day. Indeed, it is remarkable that it is inscribed by the 
person who eventually purchased the collection. Wiirtzbach dedicated his work “To the lovers and collectors of the most interesting and 
historically the most important issues of all our colonial and United States coinage.” The excellent plates are still useful for establishing 
pedigrees. Depicted are coins once in the collections of famous numismatists such as Finotti, McCoy, Mickley, Clay, Bushnell, Davis, 
Cleneay, Parmelee, Whitman, Winsor, Mills, H. P. Smith, Stickney, Gschwend, Zabriski, Earle, Parsons, Bement, Jackman, Jenks, Ten Eyck, 
Brand, Clapp, Ellsworth, Hall, Granberg, Col. Green, Guttag, Newcomer, Ryder, DeWitt Smith, Newcomer, T. James Clarke, Stearns, W. S. 
Lincoln, and Dr. Clay. As noted, Wiirtzbach’s collection was purchased by T. James Clarke, whose collections of large cents and Massachu¬ 
setts silver were perhaps equally famous. The collection passed in turn to F. C. C. Boyd, thence to John J. Ford, Jr., and was dispersed in the 
remarkable October 18,2004 Stack’s sale.

Ex August 13,1983 Kolbe sale, lot 530. A rare binding variant of a work scarce in any form. Copies in “paper” [usually green or red] were 
priced at 50 cents, “cloth” [red] at 75 cents. Clearly, its intended customers were tourists visiting the newly constructed Philadelphia Mint 
building, and the work was designed to take the place of the venerable Evans mint histories. For whatever reasons, it did not meet with 
success. Only the one edition was published, and the initial printing must have been small. In reality, it was not a mint history but a 
pictorial record with brief accounts of the various Mint departments. Today, it is important as the only known source of detailed contem¬ 
porary illustrations of the third Philadelphia Mint building, derived from photographs taken shortly after construction.
